J. Doug Kendrick was ap- 
pointed to the school board to 
fill the unexpired term of Sam 
Collier, who resigned recently. 
This term expires in June of 
1978, 

The final appointment 
caused the hard feelings and 
showed some possbile in 
Sight on the part of Council- 
man Charles Ellis who asked 
for a one, two three priority 
that left the hospital appoint- 
ment till last.

DECISION UPSETS VAUGHAN 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night. It was the final 
regular meeting of the present 
council. The newly-elected of- 
ficials will take office on Mon- 
day, October 4th. 

Most of the meeting was 
quiet and orderly, and the city 
fathers were showing a spark of 
harmony rarely seeninthe last 
few years. Suddenly the har- 
mony went into total collapse 
when a difference of opinion 
surfaced over a hospital board 
appointment. 

Councilman Ben Carpenter 
nominated Councilman Virgil 
Coleman, who was the only in- 
cumbent not to seek re-elect- 
ion, to a full term on the 
hospital board. Councilman 
Charles Ellis nominated anoth- 
er member of the council, 
Ronnie Vaughan, to fill the 
vacancy, 

The first confusion began 
when the councilmen were not 
sure if the nominations needed 
a second. Councilman Waylon 
Sharpless had voiced a second 
to Coleman’s nomination, but 
ho one spoke up to second 
Vaughan’s nomination, After 
checking several books on 
proper procedure, the council- 
men decided to forego the 
seconds and let both nomina- 
tions stand. 

The voting began with Ellis 
voling for Vaughan and 
Carpenter and Sharpless vot- 
ing against Vaughan. Then the 
vote for Coleman was

ing yes, and Ellis and Vaughan 
voting no. During the discus- 
sion about the necessity of 
no votes in such situations, 
Mayor Sam Sawyer broke the 
tie by voting for Coleman and 
assuring his appointment on 
the hospital board for a five- 
year term. Coleman had 
left the room during the en- 
tire exchange, saying he 
couldn’t vote, and wanted his 
fellow councilmen to feel 
free to express their feelings. 

Vaughan was visually upset 
over not getting the appoint- 
ment, and from time to time 
expressed this disappointment 
during the action. After the 
voting was complete, he called 
those who voted against him, 
~ = = ANGE. 2 ee eo 
and said several of them had 
lied to him, as had Coleman. 
He told the Council he didn’t 
understand their action - he 
knew what was going on at the 
hospital and could straighten 
it out. He was smart enough 
to make the dean's list at col- 
lege and felt he was smart 
enough to serve on the hospital 
board. Vaughan again declared 
the percentage of those voting 
against him, and then pointed 
to Sharpless, Sawyer, 
Carpenter, and also to 
Coleman, and told each one 
words to the effect that he 
didn't owe them a thing. 

Ellis tried to get the ap- 
pointment of Coleman unani- 
mous, but Vaughan opposed 
this action.

million is due to the relative- 
ly low unemployment rate in 
the county. 

“I'd like to stress to you 
(the Commission) that even 
though the state will get 
approximately $15 million, our 
group of counties will only 
get $6 million,” said Cathell. 
“That sounds like alargesum 
of money, but it doesn’t take, 
long to use it up.” 

Cathell urged the Commission 
not to seek multi-million dol- 
lar projects, but to go after 
grants for projects costing 
between $250,000-$500,000. 

Cathell also told the com- 
missioner that if more thanone 
application for agrant is made, 
it must be clearly stated which: 
application carries the most 
priority. 

“You must decide priorities 
on a realistic basis,” said Cath- 
ell, “if you make applications 
for two courthouses and 
two jails you'll lose three of 
them. The most you can hope 
for is to get one, or maybe 
two grants.” 

Cathell expalined the pro- 
cedure used in issuing grants, 
and broke down the exact 
process. 

Cathell closed by saying, 
“I don’t know what the people 
of the county want, but I feel 
it will be impossible to get all 
four grants that youare talking 
of applying for. Personally, 
I think the best chance you have 
for getting any federal money 
will come for construction ofa 
livestock holding pen in New 
Brockton. If there is any con- 
troversy concerning a project 
it will probably be thrown out, 
and the jail controversy is 
known statewide. Therefore, I 
feel the holding pen project 
would be your best bet for re- 
ceiving a grant.” 

County agent Tom Cassidy 
and Dan Presley told the 
commission the cost of 
building a holding pen would be 
$278,000, and that, figure was 
far below the 1/2 million cut- 
off line suggested by Cathell. 

Judge Sawyer reminded the 
group of the resolution they 
passed calling for the con- 
struction of two courthouses 
and two jails, and said, “From 
an econimical standpoint I think 
it would be wiser to seek agrant 
for the larger jail to be built 
in Enterprise, and then borrow 
the smaller anount for the jail 
in Elba.” 

Don Smith voiced his backing 
for the livestock holding pen, 
and suggested making it the 
application with top priority. 

Bennie Beckham said he 
felt they (the Commission) 
should pursue the grant with 
the best chance of getting 
funded, but added he wanted to 
get the most money possible. 

After another round-table 
type discussion, Commis- 
sioner Flourney Whitman made 
a motion to make an application 
for a federal grant to build a 
40-bed jail in the County Seat 
of Coffee County, Elba. Byron 
Galloway seconded the motion, 
and it was then open for dis- 
cussion before a vote was 
taken. 

Smith echoed Sawyer’s 
feelings from an ‘economical 
viewpoint’ by saying “Shouldn't 
we make the application forthe 
larger jail Cenierpr ae) and 
then borrow money for the 
smaller one? This would save 
the taxpayer's money!” 

Whitman recalled that Cathell 
reccomended making a smaller 
application, and mentioned a 
price of $400,000 needed for 
the proposed jail in Elba, 

Waters expressed his o- 
pinion that the jail issue had 
bad public reaction, and hinted 
he was leaning toward an 
application for the holding pen 
and not the jail. 

The vote was then taken, 
and it passed 3-0, with two 
members abstaining. Voting 
in favor of the motion were 
Whitman, Galloway, and Wa- 
ters, while Smith and Beckham 
abstained. 

Smith gave as his reason 
fot abstaining--“I can’t vote 
against getting grant money, 
however, Elba has a jail, and 
the law says Enterprise shall 
have one.” 

Bennie Beckham made a 
motion to seek funds for a 
livestock holding pen in New 
Brockton. Smith seconded the 
motion, and it was passed 
unanimously.

SWINE FLU 
Influenza may be named for 
an Italian term meaning “in- 


fluence or effect of the cold” 
and is 2n acute respiratory 
disease caused by a virus 
The two main types of influ- 
enza viruses are A and B, 
but each type has many str- 
ains. Type A is generally 
more frequent and severe 
When new virus strains dev- 
elop they are generally dif- 
ferent from any previously 
known. These new strains may 
cause epidemics since people 
have not had any previous ex- 
posure and have not built up 
specific immunity against 
them. 

Now there is a new strain- 
A New Jersey - swine flu which 
has triggered plans for the 
greatest immunization pro- 
gram in the nation’s history. 
Nothing like this has ever been 
attempted in this country and 
the flu vaccine will become 
available to every man, wom- 
an and child in the USA - more 
than 200 million people. 

This mass immunization 
program decision was made 
late in March after the new 
swine flu strain was discov- 
ered among Army recruits at 
Ft. Dix, New Jersey. The Cen- 
ter for Disease Control of the 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare started the 
plan in motion which will in- 
volve all health personnel. The 
Federal government will pro- 
vide the technical leadership 
and coordination, state health 
agencies will provide exper- 
ience in systematic immuni- 
zation programs, and the pri- 
vate health sector will be called 
on for extensive medical and 
other health-related resour- 
ces. : 
Influenza virus of swine has 
been known for many years as 
the cause of illness. in swine, 
but the Ft. Dix outbreak is the 
first known example in 
America since the early 1930’s 
of person-to-person transmis- 
sion of a‘human influenza virus 
related to that of swine. Swine 
influenza is relatively stable 
as opposed to the changing 
virus which causes flu in hu- 
mans. 

There is little difference 
in the flu virus of the early 
thirties and today. It is im- 
possible for the body to build 
immunity from a new strain 
of flu virus since these strains 
are sO humerous. 

The flu vaccine to be used 
has.a virus that has been killed 
but will.stimulate the produc- 
tion of antibodies in persons 
without producing flu. No one 
who is immunized will get the 
flu because of the vaccine. 
Since the vaccine to be used 
is grown in eggs, probably 
persons highly allergic toeggs 
should not be immunized, but 
a physician should be con- 
sulted before a final decision 
is made. 

Even people who are un- 
able to take the vaccine will 
get some immunity because 
they will be living in a pro- 
tected society and will prob- 
ably be less likely to become 
infected.

1. How will immunization be 
made available? 

Flu immunizations will be 
made available, through pri- 
vate physicians, health depart- 
ments, nursing homes, indus- 
try and other authorized medi- 
cal facilities

2 How will appropriate in- 
formation of the risks and 
benefits of vaccination be 
provided to persons before they 
receive the vaccine? 

We will use informed con- 
sent. Each individual adult 
will be asked to sign an in- 
formation/registration form 
They will also sign for any 
children receiving the  vac- 
cine. 


3. Will there De a cost to 
individuals? 

There will not be a charge 
to any individual who is re- 
ceiving the vaccine through 
public health. Those who go 
to private physicians will 
probably be paying for the ad- 
ministering of the vaccine but 
not for the vaccine itself 


4. How much vaccine will be 
needed in Alabama? 

We plan to use around th- 
ree million doses of vaccine 
at a cost of approximately 
$1,750,000.00. 


5. Are there adverse reac- 
tions to the influenza vaccine? 

All vaccines have some re- 
action, sometimes severe, 
sometimes moderate. Initial 
returns from field trials in- 
dicate that around a one-per- 
cent reaction rate is expected. 
Most of these have been only 
a mild fever. 


6. How long will it take after 
vaccination for immunity to’ 
become effective? 

It is hard to establish any 
particular period oftime. Some 
people react very fast to vac- 
cines, others much slower. In 
most cases, you are protected 
within two weeks after re- 
ceiving a vaccination. The flu 
vaccine field trials have not 
been completed and we will 
probably have data on this 
later. The vaccine protection 
will last for approximately one 
year. 


7. How and who will decide 
on high-risk people? 

A high risk individual is 
someone over 65 years. of 
age and/or chronically ill. A 
physician or a nurse incharge 
at the clinic site will decide 
who is a high risk individual. 


8. What immunization method 
will be used? : 

We will conduct flu vac- 
cine programs in all of the 
State’s public schools and all 
private schools with 100 or 
more pupils enrolled. We 
will have regular clinics in 
our health departments, spe- 
cial evening clinics for adults 
who work, and in some com- 
munities there will be Sunday 
campaigns. Private physicians 
will be giving the vaccine in 
their offices. Large industries 
that have medical facilities 
will be administering the vac- 
cine. Nursing homes will also 
have vaccine available for their 
patients and staff.

4:4), While it is conceivable 
that God revealed this prin- 
ciple to him directly, it is alto- 
gether likely that he was 
taught this by his parents as 
well. 

Genesis 3:15 contains the 
first announcement of the 
coming of Christ the Savior, 
who would crush the head of 
the satanic serpent; itis. 
therefore logical to conclude 
that as God took the life of 
the animals in whose pelts 
Adam and Eve were clothed 
(Genesis 3:21), he also in- 
structed them about the aton- 
ing power of the blood of the 
sinless victim. 

Cain and Abel seem to have 
approached their own altars 
directly, for there is no men- 
tion of Adam’s serving them 
in a priestly capacity. In the 
case of Cain’s vegetable offer- 
ing he could never have 
secured his father’s coopera- 
tion, since he tried to ap- 
proach God without the aton- 
ing blood, and Adam would 
hardly have approved that 
which Jehovah condemned 
(Genesis 4:5).

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PEANUT OUTLOOK 

The A. flavus mold has 
diminished dramatically in 
Coffee County peanuts this 
week. Last week this time I 
was greatly concerned about the 
percentage of A. flavus being 
delivered to the buyers. Gen- 
erally, the peanuts most likely 
to have A. flavus are dug first 
because they ure in drought 
stricken areas. The rains sev- 
eral weeks ago helped in this 
respect. 

I still believe we will average 
close to a ton per acre of pea- 
nuts in the county even though 
the yields will vary from 300 
pounds or less per acre On up 
to over 4,000 pounds ‘per acre. 


SOYBEAN INSECTS 

Podworms can be extremely 
damaging in soybeans. Dr. Ron- 
ald Smith at Auburn told me 
this week that there had been 
an extremely high buildup of 
podworms in soybeans in the 
past few weeks. Fortunately, 
they are not occurring in all 
fields. We do not grow a lot 
of soybeans in the county, but 
those people who have them 
need to be on guard. Growers 
should check each field closely 
for podworms at least twice 
a week. When one or more pod- 
worm per foot of row are dis- 
covered, control measures are 
recommended. 

Seven at the rate of 1-11/2 
pounds per acre is recommened 
or methyl parathion at the rate 
of | lb. Technical material per 
acre. Lannate or Nudrin at the 
rate of 1/4-1/2 pound per acre 
is also recommended. With ad- 
ditional rains we can make a 
pretty good crop of soybeans on 
the 12,000 to 15,000 acres that 
we have planted.

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HOG OUTLOOK 

Prospects for Coffee County 
hog producers will not be as 
favorable in 1977 as they have 
been this year. An increase in 
supplies later on in the year 
will put a lot of pressure on 
hog prices. The June, July and 
August Surveys indicated that 
hog numbers are up about 16% 
over last year. The Septem- 
ber, October and November 
outlook calls for 19% increase. 
This means that slaughter in 
January, February and March 
for next year could be up 15- 
17% above a year earlier. April, 
May. and June slaughter could 
be up as much as 20%. I would 
look for 35¢ hogs by Christmas 
or before and certainly by next 
spring. 

Folks in the hog business 
can’t be going in the hog bus- 
iness and going out. If prices 
decrease as expected, Coffee 
County growers will need to 
cull some of their lower pro- 
ducing sows and cut back some 
in production. Of course, what 
we do in Coffee County is not 
going to affect the hog price 
outlook. If we drop completely 
out of the business, it will not 
affect the price at all. Growers 
should watch the predictions 
within the next few months to 
decide on their course of action 


SAFETY 

During the next two to three 
weeks the peanut harvest will 
be completed and the corn har- 
vest will be well underway. I 
see some folks taking some 
mighty risky chances with farm 
machinery. For example, yes- 
terday afternoon | saw a man 
putting an aerosol lubricant on 
the movable parts of his com- 
bine. I am sure this is a good 
way to lubricate and get rid 
of some of the rust on the out- 
side parts. However, this indi- 
vidual had on long sleeves and 
the sleeves were unbuttoned 
He did not realize how easily 
he could have been caught up in 
that machinery and lost an 
arm or even his life. It may 
take longer to service equip- 
ment that is not running, but it 
would be a lot safer if possible 
to cut the machinery off to do 
the servicing.

Fertilizer 


Decisions? Try 


Soil 


The value of soil testing 
is something many farmers 
recognize. And why not? It can 
save you money through more 
efficient use of fertilizer and 
lime, and it can boost crop 
yields to put more dollars in 
your pocket 

This fall, right after the 
harvest, is a good time to have 
your soil tested, suggests Tom 
Casaday, county agent. Fall 
soil testing offers several ad- 
vantages, he says. First, it’s 
easier to dig samples whilethe 
soil is still loose, and the soil 
is usually not too wet. 

Another advantage Casaday 
says, is that you avoid next 
year’s “spring rush.” Along 
in February to April each year, 
a lot of farmers, and home 
gardenters too, decide it’stime 
to have their soil tested 

At Auburn University, for 
example, the soil testing lab- 
oratory received an average 
number of samples of slightly 
over 3,000 for October and 
November, over 7,000 for De- 
cember, 11,000 for January, 
then an average of 17,000 for 
the next two months. The yearly 
total for 1975 was about 75,000. 

Fall soil testing usually brings 
quicker results too. Casaday 
says the results are often back 
within a couple of weeks, some- 
times even faster than that. 
Then he says, you have the 
winter months to shop around 
for your fertilizer and lime 

According to a survery com- 
pleted last December, more 
than 2.25 milion soil-samples 
were tested by government and 
commercial soil testing labs 
throughout the United States. 
Casaday says that about 30 
percent of these came from 
homeowners and _ research 
plots. 

According to this same sur- 
very, fewer than 25 percent of 
U.S. crop acres were tested in 
1975. “This points up the need 
for more farmers to do more 
soil testing, ” Casday says. 

If you have not had your 
soil tested for a long time, 
maybe never, you might ask, 
“What can a soil test do for 
me?” A basic soil test tells 
how much phosphorus, potas- 
sium, and calcium are available 
in the soil. It also tells the 
soil’s pH, which is a measure 
of its acidity. 

It’s necessary to know what's 
in your soil so a soil special- 
ist or your Extension agent 
can tell you how much ferti- 
lizer or lime is needed to 
produce the crop yields you 
want 

Soil samples can aiso be 
checked for organic matter, 
magnesium, sodium, sulfur,, 
zing, Manganese, copper, iron, 
boron-and other elements. 

It's important to remember, 
Casaday says, that “soil tests 
do not determine land values 
or explain or correct poor 
yields caused by insects, di- 
seases, weeds, poor manage- 
ment, weather and other fact- 
ors.” But they will help you 
make better fertilizer deci- 
sions, he adds 

A routine soil test should 
be made about every three 
years. However, if you have 
problems with your soil or 
you're not sure about its ferti- 
lity, Casaday recommends 
testing every year. Annual tests 
are especially advisable, he 
says, where high rates of man- 
ure or fertilizer are used or 
where nitrate-nitrogen tests 
are made 

County Extension agents 
and fertlizer dealers are good 
sources for information on tak 
ing Soil samples. They canalso 
provide you with cartons for 
mailing soil samples. Check 
it out. You might save your- 
self some money

LUNCHBOXES 

Now that school is opening 
up again, you have to decide 
what to put in your children’s 
lunchboxes. To avoid the last- 
minute rush at breakfast time 
to make sandwiches, try mak- 
ing sandwiches ahead of time 
and freezing them. This way 
you ean fix a week’s supply at 
once, saving you a lot of time 
and hassle on busy mornings. 

To make sandwiches on an 
assembly-line system, lay out 
bread slices, spread with soft- 
ened butter or margarine, then 
top with filling. 

What are good fillings to 
use? Peanut butter is always 
a favorite. Tuna salad, made 
with as little mayonnaise as 
possible, is another good 
choice. You ean use left-over 
roast, meat loaf, baked ham, 
turkey or chicken, too. Or try 
cheese spreads, hard-cooked 
egg yolks and luncheon meats 
for a change. 

Combine your meat or what- 
ever with cream cheese, milk, 
sour cream, applesauce, soft- 
ened butter or a fruit juice to 
make spreading easier. Leave 
out as much mayonnaise as 
you can - - it tends to soak 
into the bread. And add sliced 
or chopped olives, for an extra 
treat. 

Don’t use any raw veget- 
ables ‘n sandwiches to go in 
the frcezer -- they loose their 
crispness and flavor when fro- 
zen. And hard-cooked egg 
whites get tough unless they're 
mashed through a seive. Jellies 
or very moist fillings soak 
through the bread, causing a 
soggy sandwich. 

After you've finished making 
sandwiches, cut in halves or 
quarters, and wrap in a double 
thickness of heavy waxed paper, 
if you plan_to use it within a 
week. Use vapor-moisture-re- 
sistant wrap for longer storage. 
Label each sandwich and store 
all like sandwiches in a separ- 
ate container -- a shoebox is 
just the right size -- and freeze 
at zero degrees.

Holley Promises Vote On 
One Courthouse 


State Representatvie Jimmy 
Holley met Tuesday night with 
elected officials from through- 
out Coffee County. The pur- 
pose of the meeting was for 
Holley to announce and dis- 
Seuss his plans to get the court- 
house issue before the people 
of Coffee County. 

Holley’s pian is to get a 
constitutional amendment onthe 
ballot and allow the people of 
Alabama to vote on changing 
the county seat from Elba to 
New Brockton. This would 
also mean closing the annex 
in Enterprise if approved by 
the voters. Holley said this 
is the only alternate available 
unless someone or some group 
manages to get a petition signed 
by one more than fifty percent 
of the registered voters in 
the county. 

Present at the meeting, held 
at the farm center in New 
Brockton, were elected offi- 
cials from Elba, Kinston and 
New Brockton, as well as 
members of the county com- 
mission and other county offi- 
cials, the news media and sev- 
eral officials-elect, including 
all but one of the incoming city 
fathers of Elba. Conspicious- 
by their absence were the May- 
or and council of Enterprise. 
Reports were that they “had 
other commitments”. 

Representative Holley start- 
ed the meeting by noting that 


at one time there was a need” 


for two courthouses in Coffee 
County, but with moderntrans- 
portation he felt this need has 
passed. He added that in his 
opinion the growing split be- 
jtween the two divisions of 
Coffee County could be healed 
by compromising on one court- 
house. 
the one place the people of 
Coffee County would com-~ 
promise on would be New 
Brockton. 

Holley called on Probate 
Judge James Sawyer to 
comment on the Grand Jury 
reports and Sawyer said that 
for three years, the Grand 
Jury of both Elba and Enter- 
prise had been calling for one 
courthouse, but that the County 
Commission hands were tied 
by Alabama law. 

Sawyer’ noted that: the 
county commission had been 
prompted by a large number of 
People to “do something”. He 
Said the only thing the com- 
missioners could do would be to 
build two new courthouses or 
attempt to repair the existing 
buildings again. 

Elba city councilman John W. 
Sharpless asked, “When could 
this election be held”? Holley 
said the constitutional amend- 
ment would have to be intro- 
duced into the House in Feb- 
ruary and the law sets the wait- 
ing time after the legislative 
session ends before an election 
can be held. 

Tax Collector Max Reeves 
went on record as favoring one 
courthouse and locating it in 
New Brockton. He said he was 
elected to work in two court- 

dyouses and could continue, but

Sheriff Neil Grantham said he 
favored one courthouse and one 
jail.

October 3 - 9 is National 
School Bus Safety Week, and 
will be observed in Coffee 
County. 

Coffee County’s fleet of 35 
buses now serves six county 
schools, Approximately 2000 
students are bused to school 
each day, amounting to 38,000 
miles each month. 

Coffee County Transport- 
ation Supervisor Wayne Smith 
assures parents that school 
Officials are ‘‘concerned and 

. Tesponsible for the safety 
of your children from thetime 
they board their bus. . til they 
arrive at their assigned build- 
ing. . .andthen returnhome.’’ 

According to Smith, the 
school bus drivers in the 
county and the state are re- 
quired to have State School 
Bus Drivers License. Each 
driver must obtain 12 clock 
hours of training given by a 
State Transportation consul- 
tant, and six hours each year 
to remain qualified drivers.

IN OCTOBER 


The coming of October 
means it’s that time of the 
year again to reneW all li- 
censes. 

Coffee County Probate Judge 
James Sawyer has announced 
that all yearly licenses expire 
on Nov. 1, and that beginning 
Oct. 1 the Probate Office will 
be open from 8-5 on weekdays 
(including the noon hour) and 8- 
12 on Saturdays. 

Business licenses will be 
sold only during October, and 
those wishing to renew their 
license should bring their old 
license with them to the Pro- 
bate Office to speed up- the 
process. 

Hunting licenses will be 
$2.75 for the county, and $5.25 
for the state. Fishing li- 
censes are $3.25 for rod and 
reel and $1.25 for hook and 
line (outside the county). 

Life-time hunting and fishing 
licenses are available to those 
65 and over for only 25¢. 

Boat licenses are also due 
now, and are $4.50 for a boat 
up to 16 feet, and $6.50 for 
boats 10-26 feet.
